Biotechnology Is a mnjor di- 
rection In modern science and 
technology. Austrian sclenilsts 
have bred a new culture of bac- 
teria which can effectively pro- 
duce s kind of plastic similar 
to acrylic glass. ‘'Bohemia" ma- 
gazine reports.

Underground complex in the Pamirs 


The construction of Ihe last 
tunnel (n Iho underground com- 
plex of the Nurek hydroelec- 
tric power plant has been com- 
pleted In Tajikistan, a Soviet 
Central Aslan republic. It Is de- 
signed for the emergency dis- 
charge of water from the reser- 
voir, should the water level In 
the latter exceed tho height of 
the plant's dam which stands at 
300 metres. The reservoir has a 
capacity of over 10,000 million 
cubic metres. It Is led by the 
Vakhsh River which rises In the 
upper Pamirs. It | s believed 
thst water In this gigantic re- 
servoir may reach a critical 


level once In 100 years. 

The emergency spillway Is 
connected to a complex system 
ol hydraulic tunnels which di- 
rect the water flow to the tur- 
bines of the power plant hav- 
ing a capacity of about three 
million kilowatts. They also 
(eed water to Irrigation structu- 
res. 

To facilitate the construction 
of this power plant which has 
now been in operation for se- 
veral years, a network of tran- 
sporl tunnels was built. Tunnels 
are the only feasible way of 
moving in this ''ongloiuerallon 
of rocks. The aggregate length

LIFE-LIKE MODEL 

A polymer model of Ihe sclera 
of iho eye has been designed 
at ihe Institute ol Mechanics ol 
Polymer Compounds at the Lat- 
vian SSR Academy of Sciences. 
This particular polymer Is a com- 
position of artificial rubber, ge- 
latine. and nylon. 

Scientists have BUcceoded In 
Imitating the unique, natural 
qualities ol Lha soft, elastic bio- 
logical tissue which combines 
mechanical strength with Idea 
transparency. Like Ha natural 
prototype. the experimental 
model can withstand cons der- 
able loads preserving Ils struc- 
ture. The inventors of the model 
believe that tn the future i 
will be possible to use if ter 
the manufacture of lenses, 
whose optical properties do not 
change with deformation.
